(Draft Amendment) A floss dispenser comprising: 



a body configured to hold and dispense dental floss a 

the body comprising two parts that are selectively separable and that 
together define a chamber within which the dental floss is disposed prior to being 
dispensed ; and 

an arm extending away from the body, the arm configured so as to 
facilitate gripping by a user when removing dental floss from the body a 

a portion of the arm being selectively received and held within the 
chamber when the two parts of the body are connected together .
